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MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (AP)—The 
Soviet Government today claimed 
successful tests of “‘new type” 
atomic bombs in recent weeks, 
but said it still wants an inter- 
national bar on mass destruction 
weapons. 

The announcement by the So- 
viet news agency Tass said the 
| Blasts occurred “in the last few 
| weeks” but gave no details of 
the ‘‘new type” weapons tested. 

(In Washington, a spokesman 
for the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission said the 
said the Russian announcement 
“merely confirms’ the AEC’s 
statement Aug. 31 that a fission 
—atomic—explosion of about the 
same power as recent United 
States tests in Nevada had taken 
place Aug. 23 in Russia. The 
August statement added the ex- 
plosion ‘“‘would appear to be part 
of a series.” 

(The American spokesman em- 
phasized again that the Aug. 23 
explosion was a “fission,” or 
atomic, blast. Observers in 
Washington concluded from this 
that the Soviet explosion appar- 
ently did not involve the hydro- 
gen bomb.

MUNSAN, Sept. 18 (AP)—South 
Korea's provost marshal general

Furthermore, Brannon con- 
tinued, the construction would 
eo fiaanced by bonds which 
would require the approval of 
the taxpayers whose obligation 
they would be. Taxes to meet 
day-to-day maintenance costs 
could be levied by the district 
without voter approval, however, 
Brannon pointed out. 


Not te Buy Systems. 

In answer to further questions 
by Niemoller, Brannon made it 
clear the proposed district did 
not plan to pay for any sewer 
system it took over, 

“Ownership remains with the 
people living in the district or 
sub%édistrict,” he said. “The 
metropolitan district merely 
takes over the responsibility for 
the maintenance and operation 
of the systems and for construc- 
tion of new ones.” 

Frank Wenger, a member of 
the firm of Russell & Axon, en- 
gineering consultant to the 
board of freeholders, said the 
district would include only those 
watersheds that drain into the 
| Mississippi river, with the excep- 
tion of Coldwater creek in 
northern St. Louis county which 
drains into the Missouri river. 

He predicted the time was not 
far away when the Federal Gov- 
ernment would prohibit dump- 
ing of raw sewage into the Mis- 
sissippi. When that time comes, 
sewage treatment facilities will 
have to be installed to process 
all sewage from the entire me- 
tropolitan area. Only a single 
agency, such as the proposed 
metropolitan district, could han- 
dle such a task, he declared. 

J. Eugene Auchly, chairman of 
the freeholders, said the cheap- 
est way of installing treatment 
: facilities would be to run a large 
: sewer along the Mississippi river 
| from the north end of the city 
| to the south end, picking up the 
| discharge from all the sewers 
now draining in*to the river. 


This effluent would be carried 
to the southern tip of the city 
where a processing plant would 
be installed. The only alterna-

The other three 
would be appointed by the 
County Supervisor with the ap- 
proval of the county circuit 
judges. Not more than two of 
each group could be members 
of the same political party. 

Zagol proposed that the mem- 
bers be elected on a nonpartisan 
basis in much the same manner 
as school board members are 
chosen. He said he feared the 
trustees, if appointed, would not 
' be sufficiently fesponsive to the 
‘people, and that the district 
might degenerate into a political 
operation. 

Auchly promised to consider 
the suggestion, but pointed out 
that electing the trustees was 
no guaranty they would remain 
free of politics.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
—Senatr~ Murray of Montana, 
senior Democrat on the Senate 
Labor Committee, said today the 
Republican party has lost popu- 
larity by failing to take a formal 
stand on Taft-Hartley act re- 
vision. 

Murray, who headed the La- 
bor Committee under the past 
Democratic Administration, said 
it was unlikely Congress would 
amend the law in the session 
starting next January. 

“The resignation of Secretary 
of Labor Durkin was injjurious 
to the Republicans, and I don't 
think you can argue that it was 
not,” Murray said in an inter- 
view. 

Durkin has asserted that 
President Eisenhower agreed to 
the submission of 19 proposed 
changes in the Taft-Hartley act, 
and that the White House later 
backed out on the agreement. 

Possible Successor. 

There is speculation that Dur- 
kin might b esucceeded by Rep- 
resentative Samuel K. McCon- 
nell Rep.) Pennsylvania, chair- 
man of the House Labor Com- 
mittee. McConnell said he has 
discussed the possibility—he did 
not say with whom—‘“but there 
is nothing definite or final.” 
Associates termed him the No. 1 
candidate. 

McConnell said in a speech at 
Princeton, N.J., yesterday that 
he “never understood there was 
complete agreement” on pro- 
posed Taft-Hartlye revision. 

Senator H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.) New Jersey, chairman of 
the Senate Labor Committe, said 
yesterday he wase amazed at 
Durkin’s statement because, 
Smith declared, “I know per- 
fectly well there wasn't any 
agreement to break.” 

Senator Smith, in an inter- 
view today, said he wants to

| Senator’s Appeal to Benson 
Describes Critica] Situation 
in Missouri Counties. 


United States Senator Stuart 
Symington, in a letter to Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Benson to- | 


day, made a new demand that 
the Administration take imme- 
diate steps to aid more effec- 
tively farmers in drouth-strick- 
en Missouri counties, 


Declaring the plight of Mis- 


souri cattlemen has become 
more critical since he visited 
the drouth areas several weeks 
ago, Symington warned that 
loss of breeding herds will ruin 
many farm families and lead to 
a shortage of beef and milk 
cows. This in turn can increase 
food costs, he said. 


“With our vast surpluses of 


corn, wheat, oats and cotton- 
seed meal,” he declared, “surely 
there must be some way our 
cattlemen and dairymen in the 
drouth disaster counties can be 
helped more effectively than at 
present.” 

Citing complaints received re- 


cently from farmers in the| 


drouth area, Symington said 
many cattlemen had been forced 
to sell their herds at a heavy 
loss because they were unable 
to afford to buy feed necessary 
to hold their stock during the | 
winter. 


Reports from Oregon and 
Howell counties, in south cen. | 
tral Missouri, indicate that 20) 
per cent of the farmers already | 
have been forced to liquidate 
their herds, he said. 


Ordinarily farmers in this area | 
have been able to graze cattle | 
on pasture eight or nine months 
a year, he reported, but because 
of the lack of rain the winter 
feeding operations had to be 
started August 1. This indicates 
that the winter feeding costs 
this year year will be twice as 
high as normal years, Symington 
said. 

The Senator quoted a farmer 
who complained that his herd of 
230 cows, valued at about $35,- | 
000 18 months ago, was worth 
only $12,00 Otoday. The owner | 
said that under the present feed | 
program it would cost him $5050 | 
to carry the herd through the | 
winter, provided the program is | 
eontinued and “I’m lucky enough 
to get it.”

HONG KONG, Sept. 18.0 
of the greatest mysteries of any 
era, China’s actual population, is 
being solved by order of its Red 
rulers. 


Rough estimates have indicat- 
ed this huge nation of East Asia 
harbors the largest single unit 
of humanity anywhere. 


Before September is over 
Communist China is scheduled 
to complete a nation-wide regis- 
tration of persons decreed last 
April. It will not be until some 
seven weeks later, however, 
when all statistics will have been 
eompiled in Peiping. 

If the Red authorities do not 
keep the cénsus figures secret, 
the world will have the first 
modern count of the Chinese 
people. 

For the Chinese Communists | 
# will mean their first solid 
data with which to measure their 
enormous manpower resources. 
It will mean statistics with which 
to relate population to available 
industrial and agricultural po- 
tential. 

The announced purpose of the 
eensus is to prepare for the 
election of “people’s congresses” 
at subordinate levels of govern- 
ment. Through these bodies, 
representatives are to be elected 
to an “All-China People’s Con- 
gress” which will draft a new 
constitution.

Stephenson Used His

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 — 
Warren L. Stephenson, whose 
activities as a “four per center” 
recently were revealed by a 
House committee, has been 
“bumped” from the Republican 
State Committee for the District 
of Columbia and from the local 
G.O.P. finance committee, the 


Post-Dispatch was told today. 
Stephenson, whose name is 

‘listed in the Washington Social 

Register, acknowledged to a 


House Armed Services subcom- 


mittee that he tried to peddle 
classified naval information to a 
California manufacturer for four 
per cent of Government con- 
tracts. 

He testified that one of his 
“tipsters” was Stanley L. Bishop. 
Bishop in turn told the commit- 
tee he picked up considerable 
gossip about procurement plans 
by listening to conversations in 
restaurants and coffee _ bars 
around town, including the cof- 
fee shop at the Pentagon build- 
ing. Bishop has denied giving 
Stephenson any detailed infor- 
, mation on rocket launchers, but 
” Stephenson testified it was this 
information that he offered — 
for a price—to turn ever to the 
Century Engineers, Inc., of Bur- 
bank. Century told the Navy 
of the incident. 

Active in Eisenhower Campaign. 

Stephenson, whose rise to. the 
top echelons of Washington so- 
ciety was climaxed by an ele- 
gant reception early this year 
for Postmaster General and Mrs. 
perder Summerfield at the 

pid om Sulgrave Club, served as 

cutive secretary of the Ei- 
sealauas inaugural committee, 
a position to which he was 
named by Joseph C, McGar- 
raghy, chairman of the Republi- 
can State Committee for the 
District. 

McGarraghy confirmed re- 
ports that the once high-flying 
Stephenson had been dropped 
from the committee. In response 
to questions, he also confirmed, 
somewhat ruefully, that he had 
had “difficulties” with Stephen- 
son long before the House com- 
mittee’s disclosures. 

The chief trouble occurred 
when McGarraghy, a prominent 
Washington attorney, learned 
about nine months ago tistt 
Stephenson had sent out form 


letters to a large number of: 


corporation officials and Repub- 
lican contributors urging them 
to advertise in a special in- 
augural issue of a local maga- 
zine. When McGarraghy received 
an inquiry from the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau of New York about 
the matter, he summoned 
Stephenson. 
His Project Repudiated. 

Stephenson, who had identi- 
fied himself in the form letters 
as executive secretary of the in- 


augural committee, reportedly} 


acknowledged he had made a 
mistake. McGarraghy. subse- 
quently took swift action to put 
an end to the solicitation and 
to make clear to recipients of 
the form letters that the Re- 
publican organization was in no 
wav involved in the matter. 
Efforts to reach Stephenson 
for his side of the incident were 
unsuccessful, but a spokesman 
for the local magazine dismissed 
it as of no moment. 
Just ‘Friendly Gesture.’ 
“Stephenson sent out the let- 


ters as a friendly gesture to aj 


local publisher,” said the spokes- 
man. “Of course he received 
nothing for doing so—no per 
cent of the advertisements, He 
did it for us merely as an offi- 
cia] of the local Republican eor- 
ganization.” The special inaug- 
‘ural issue appeared in February, 
with pictures of President Eisen- 
hower and Vice President Rich- 
ard Nixon on the cover. Among 
‘other pictures inside was one of 
Stephenson. 

Former associates of Stephen- 
son said they understood that he 
had a White House pass for sev- 
eral months, later rescinded. He 
also served as one of 10 ‘“ad- 
vance men for the Republican 
National Committee during the 
campaign, making arrangements 
for talks by Eisenhower.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 18 
(AP)—Brazil is looking toward 
greater trade with Iron Curtain 
countries to boost its exports. 
Brazil had a $13,000,000 trade 
deficit the first six months of 
1953. 

The movement to expand 
trade in eastern Europe begins 
with the arrival of a Polish trade 
mission Sept. 25 to seek pos- 
sible expansion of the present 
$6,000,000 agreement between 
the two countries.

The Russians pro- 
vided the spark which induced 
Canada and Denmark to per- 
mit the United States to place 
garrisons on their territory .in 
time of peace. 

The participation of Denmark 
lies exclusively in granting the

Canada not only allows the

foundland, and Goose Bay in 
Labrador. The American instal- 
lation at Torbay is called Pep- 
perrell Air Force Base and is 
the headquarters of Lt. Gen.

Distance Only One Problem. 

Distances give only a partial 
indication. of the problems of ad- 
ministering the Northeast Com- 
mand. From south to north, the 
distance is greater than the 
breadth of the United States. 
There are usable harbors of vary- 
ing depth at Goose Bay, Frobish- 
er Sound, Thule, Sondrerstrom 
and Narsarssuak open part of the 
year. Heavy Navy and Coast 
Guard icebreakers advance the 
ice-freee season by two weeks 
in the spring and hold it open 
for two weeks beyond nature’s 
intentions in the winter. 

The ice-free season when 
shipping can get in varies from 
three months at Thule to six 
months at Goose Bay. New- 
foundland is open the year 
round. During the winter, Davis 
Strait and Baffin Bay are frozen 
solid with great icebergs em- 
bedded in the frozen waste. 

As a consequence, supplies for 
a full year must be shipped in 
during the short open season to 
be stored for the ensuing year. 
Since human ingenuity has not 
been able to solve the problem 
foreseeing everything that may 
be needed a year ahead, a year- 
round airlift must supplement 
the shipping. Both Thule and 
Goose Bay stock supplies to be 
airlifted and dropped to outly- 
ing stations the year round.

Secretary Dulles adopted a commendably 
temperate tone in his address to the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly. The United States has resolved, 
he told his listeners, “to avoid any word or 
deed which might needlessly aggravate the pres- 
ent state of dangerous tension.” He then pro- 
ceeded to restate the American position as it has 
been stated many times before. 


Briefly, the position is that if the Soviet Union 
will only change its policies on the crucial is- 
sues dividing the world, everything will be 
lovely. 

This is the truism of truisms; Mr. Dulles 
might as plausibly suggest that everything 
would be lovely if there weren't any Commu- 
nism and any Soviet Russia and any Soviet bloc. 


Given the facts of life as they are, however, 
it does not seem likely that the Soviet policies 
which lie at the root of “the present state of 
dangerous tension” are going to disappear in re- 
sponse to outside exhortations for Moscow to 
mend its ways. This leaves the free world with 
two ways of exerting an initiative for peace and 
the relaxation of tensions.

One is the firm maintenance of military and 
economic strength as the strongest deterrent 
to future aggression, The other is the patient 
attempt to seek solutions for some of the in- 
ternational problems which give rise to the 
Soviet policies that Mr. Dulles would like to 
have changed. 

The United States, says Mr. Dulles, “is quite 
prepared to explore ways to end the present 
tension.” He speaks of the Korean peace con- 
ference, of our invitation for foreign ministers’ 
talks on Germany and Austria, of the ultimate 
hope for some new attempt to work out a dis- 
armament agreement. 


If the Secretary of State is talking about real 
negotiation, rather than simply a Soviet sur- 
render on each issue that divides the world, 
it is only prudent to recognize that negotiation 
means concessions by both sides. Is Mr. Dulles 
prepared to make concessions, or does he agree 
with Senator Ferguson of Michigan, who is lead- 
ing the Republican attack on Adlai Stevenson’s 
Chicago speech with the argument that a desire 
to negotiate is equivalent to “appeasement” and 
represents “softness” toward Communism? 

. « * 

The free world is skeptical, with good reason, 
of Soviet intentions. But if an honest attempt 
is to be made to reach an accommodation with 
the Soviets, as Mr. Dulles seems to contemplate, 
we cannot expect the Soviets in each case where 
interests conflict to adopt a policy which re- 
moves the problem. As a Korean truce could 
be reached only by compromise without sacri- 
fice of basic principle, so every other problem 
dividing the world will require give and take 
for its solution. 

The sensible attitude is to be ready for such 
negotiation—and at the same time to maintain 
a posture of defense and a unified strength 
which will give the Soviet leaders no cause 
to doubt that aggression will be met with 
instant retaliation.

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A Real Good Color for Snow 


There is some talk by the National Science 
Foundation of coloring snow in the springtime 
so that it would absorb heat and melt faster in 
the interest of earlier planting. A number of 
practical objections have been thought of, but 
one of the obstacles we bet you they have not 
thought of is the difficulty there will be in 
choosing the color, 

Green would not be a good color for snow. 
It would look too much like grass from a dis- 
tance. Nobody knows what upsets would happen 
to people if they could not tell the difference 
between grass and snow. Changing the grass 
over to white would not be a real solution. Yel- 
low would be a terrible color of snow for cro- 
cuses to peep through in spring. A crocus would 
have to peep out two or three feet before it 
would be distinguishable from the surroundings. 
Red is hardly to be considered at all for snow- 
coloring purposes. Snow does not want to look 
as though it were on fire. 

On mature consideration, it is our opinion 
that the best color for snow, short of white, 
would be vanilla extract. Then all anybody 
would have to do would be to sprinkle lightly 
with sugar, and serve cold.

It is these chairmen, he points out, who exer- 
cise the real power over legislation within each 
committee’s jurisdiction. Since they are charged 
with executing party policy in their fields, he 
argues plausibly that they should have the ma- 
jor voice in determining what party policy shall 
be. It is not surprising that other committee 
chairmen agree with him, 

The Eisenhower Administration, however, 
may view the matter from a slightly different 
standpoint. If the policy committee were recon- 
stituted to fit the Capehart prescription, a ma- 
jority of its members would be Republicans 
who were not original “Eisenhower men.” 

It may be-no part of Capehart’s intention to 
make the policy committee more independent of 
the White House. He may not even intend to 
dilute the authority of Senator Knowland as 
floor leader. But certainly both results could be 
expected to follow. 

Whether Capehart can put across his plan or 
not, the origins of it are fairly clear. Like other 
adjustments in the party leadership, it reflects 
the new situation arising after the death of 
Senator Robert A. Taft. 

To a large exent, Taft was the policy commit- 
tee in the Senate. If the White House could 
clear something with Taft, it could be reason- 
ably sure of strong party support. In this re- 
spect, Senator Knowland cannot fill the late 
Ohioan’s shoes. 

Now it will be a case of clearing Administra- 
tion proposals not with one strong leader, but 
with a dozen or more competing leaders—a 
regency of ducal powers each wjth his own ideas 
and his own plans for self-advancement. Rela- 
tions with Congress may be more difficult for 
the Administration in its second session than 
they were in the first. 
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Hidden Subsidies in the Open 


This fiftieth anniversary of aviation is also 
the thirty-fifth anniversary of airmail service, 
and a good time to look at the costs of airmail 
to the taxpayers. In fact, this is the first time 
the taxpayers have had a good look at it. 


Reorganization plan No. 10, recently put into 
effect by President Eisenhower, requires the 
Civil Aeronautics Board to determine and pay 
airmail subsidies, as apart from actual mail- 
hauling costs. Until now the Post Office Depart- 
ment has paid the full bill and neither it nor 
the CAB nor the public knew what the mail 
subsidies cost. 

The CAB now says that for the last fiscal 
year payment for the actual cost of hauling 
mail was nearly $54,000,000. The subsidy was 
$75,000,000. 

This new bookkeeping system should help 
cut the Post Office deficit, but it will make 
no difference in the amount which the public 
spends or which the airlines receive. The fun- 
damental purpose of the change is to show just 
how the taxpayers’ dollars are spent to bolster 
private aviation. 


It turns out that the subsidy amounts to a 
good deal more than the payment for actual 
services rendered. This fact recalls earlier criti- 
cism of the new reorganization plan. Some Sen- 
ators observed that the plan makes the airlines’ 
needs the basic test for subsidies, instead of 
the nation’s need for aviation development. 

In time the air subsidy system should be im- 
proved but it already represents a vast improve- 
ment in letting the people know how their 
money is spent. 
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Atom, Sun, and Russians 

There may be altogether too much optimism 
about atomic energy and too much worrying 
about atomic bombs. In the memory of history, 
both may be just passing phenomena. 

That is why Dr. James B. Conant, former 
president of Harvard, suggested a year or two 
ago that it might be wise to pay a little less at- 
tention to the atom and a little more to the sun 
as a source of energy. Other prominent scien- 
tists have taken up this theme in the last few 
days, among them Palmer Putnam of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. He said that in less than 
250 years all available uranium and thorium 
will be used up. No A-bombs after that! 

This would be a consoling thought if folks 
could figure out just how to survive in the inter- 
vening two and a half centuries. To non-scien- 
tists and non-historians, that does happen to 
be a long time—about as long as from the settle- 
ment of Cahokia or the coronation of Queen 
Anne to this morning’s 8:30 news broadcast. 

Some 50 scientists assembled at the University 
of Wisconsin, however, feel that time is press- 
ing. So does Prof. Farrington Daniels, president 
of the American Chemical Society, not to men- 
tion a group working at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology since 1938 on devices to capture 
and apply solar energy. More of this comes pour- 
ing down on us every day than all the other 
forms of energy—coal, water and muscle—the 
human race has used up since it was kicked out 
of the Garden of Eden or seceded from the 
apes. But all the scientists have been able to do 
so far is heat two bungalows at a cost no gas 
or electric company could ever have approved 
by a public utilities commission. 

Since the scientists expect coal, gas and oil 
to give out a good 175 years before atomic en- 
ergy, they are becoming pretty frantic. And then 
there are the Russians. In their best form, the 
Reds claim that the Russian Solar Power Insti- 
tute has tested gadgets which can supply enough 
solar energy to run Soviet factories, regardless 
of clouds, rain or snow.

In a sense that may not be exactly 
what the late Senator Taft had in mind, 
the appointment of Martin Durkin as 
Secretary of Labor has inceed turned 
out to have been “incredible.” Mr. 
Durkin becomes the first Secretary of 
Labor ever to quit, ever to set off a 
controversy on a point of principle or 
anything else. 

The most quiet, self-effacing, undra- 
matic member of the Eisenhower Cab- 
inet, a totally incongruous figure among 
the sleek and glamorous executive 
types that surrounded him there, is the 
man who blew the lid. 

Martin Durkin’s withdrawal is more 
than an incident in the routine ups 
and downs of administration. It raises 
as few other things have done the 
whole question of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s tone and leanings. 


As he made it plain in an interview 
afterward, Mr. Durkin’s grievance was 
the President’s failure to send to Con- 
gress a plan to revise the Taft-Hartley 
Act. Mr. Durkin believes a promise to 
do so was broken. However, Durkin 
the Democrat, the president of a solid 
craft union, the recorded objector to 
the Taft-Hartley Act, is seen now as 
having accepted his appointment with 
one main purpose. This was to work for 
changes in Taft-Hartley. 

The conferences started almost at 
once. The earnest Durkin was said to 
have won respect and a measure of 
accord even from Senator Taft, author 
of both the law and the “incredible” 
expletive. President Eisenhower him- 
self was reported to have attended at 
least one conference. A program with 
19 recommendations for change was 
drafted on July 31 (the day of Senator 
Taft's death) and sent out under the 
White House imprimatur for the eyes 
of the Cabinet members and, Congress. 

The recommendations never got to 
Congress. After the details were pub- 
lished, Edwin A. Lahey wrote, “pro- 
tests from organized employer groups 
and from right-wing Republicans poured 
in so fiercely that the President’s aids 
began sending out a form letter.” The 
text, it said, was merely a working 
draft, not the real message. 

Mr. Eisenhower is still silent. The 
policy on Taft-Hartley revision, which 
Mr. Durkin had reason to believe had 
been reached, and with the President’s 
knowledge, is now non-existent. 

Thus Martin Durkin, instead of being 
the figure of unity, symbol of the Ad- 
ministration’s middle-ofthe-road,  all- 
things-to-all-men intentions, becomes 
the man who points to confusion. He 
might as well ask, in so many words, 
who makes policy, anyhow?

Most incred- 
ible of all was Mr. Eisenhower's naivete 
in the whole transaction.

The resignation of Secretary of 
Labor Durkin has not made revision 
of the Taft-Hartley Act less desirable 
or less necessary.

Appeal of a Passive Faith 


GENTILE REACTIONS TO JEWISH IDEALS, by 
we S. Raisin. (Philosophical Library, 876 pqs., 


It would be strange, indeed, if a re- 
ligion such as Judaism had lived 
through 3000 years of existence with- 
out influencing the various eras and 
the thinking of the people. Many bibli- 
cal ideas—such as the Sabbath, human 
fellowship and social justice—have left 
their indelible imprint in the path of 
history. 

To summarize this process of accul- 
turation, Jacob Raisin, a rabbi whose 
work was published posthumously un- 
der the editorship of Herman Halperin, 
has written a learned, encyclopedic and 
well-documented book, with special em- 
phasis on proselytes. 

Judaism has never been a proselytiz- 


ing religion to the same extent as 


others. With the 
diaspora, it practi- 
cally ceased con- 
verting people by 
persuasion, not 
y necessarily of its 
own will, but due 
to the force of cir- 
cumstances. What 
is most astound- 
ing, and also point- 
ed out in Raisin’s 
book, is that de- 
spite the social po- 
sition of Jews for 
so long a time, 
there were always 
Gentiles who, for 
one reason or another, found their 
peace of mind in the shadow of the 
synagogue. 

Their number was relatively small, 
and certainly much smaller than that 
of those Jews who, voluntasély or under 
coercion, left the faith of their fathers. 
It is hard to understand why at the 
height of the Inquisition, for instance, 
when it meant death to the proselyte, 
many Gentiles decided to throw in their 
lots with the Jews. And yet it hap- 
pened. Raisin does not offer any ex- 
planation, psychological or otherwise. 

The final chapter summarizes Gen- 
tile reactions to Jewish ideas in Amer- 
ica, both North and South. Again we 
find quite a number of persons who 
embraced Judaism. In fact, one of the 
founders of Reform Judaism, Rabbbi 
Isaac M. Wise, was convinced that “the 
teachings of Reform Judaism will be 
the religion of the twentieth century.” 

Another rabbi, Barnard Felsenthal, 
felt sure that “through the silent innate 
power of divine Judaism, yes, even 
through the mere fact of our existence, 
we shall exert an influence upon the 
religious development of the world.” 

It is interesting to note that among 
the immigrants from eastern Europe in 
the early 1890s there also were Rus- 
sian and Polish Christians who, the

the Jewish religion. — ” 

Conversions also occurred among Ger- 
man Lutherans, Baptists and Seventh 
Day Adventists. There also exist Negro 
circles which accepted Judaism as 
their faith, among them the Moorish 
Zion Temple founded by an Ethiopian. 
In Harlem alone the number of colored 
Jews is estimated at 2000. 

Since all this happened without any 
effort at conversion on the part of 
Judaism, a full explanation is impossible

Two Burning Issues 

Concern Middle East. 

CAIRO. 

UT the anti-British fling was 

worse in Egypt—eclipsing, in 

Cairo, even the bitterness 
about Israel that permeates 

every Arab country. Two burn- 
ing issues kindle the passions of 
the Middle East—the great Brit- 
ish military base along the Suez 
Canal and Israel’s lusty little 
beachhead in a hostile Moslem 
world. Both are overcharged 
with emotion and both threaten 
stability and progress in the 
whole Middle East. And there is 
no overestimating the import- 
ance of this area. Look at the 
map, consider the oil, think of 
the 40 million Arabs and the 
world’s vast Moslem community. 

Emerging only now from 
sleepy centuries and independ- 
ent for the first time in modern 
history, the Arab nations face 
the same staggering social, eco- 
nomic and political problems as 
the new Asia: ignorance, pov- 
erty, disease, feudalism, insta- 
bility. These are the real prob- 
lems, but “imperialism” and “in- 
justice” are the universal preoc- 
cupations. Out here, communism 
is remote and for tomorrow; 
Suez and Israel are next door 
and for today. So I am glad 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles took time out this spring 
to look at the Middle East for 
himself 


In Egypt, I saw the ancient 
monuments and dreamed by 
moonlight in the Temple of Kar- 
nak, which must surely be “the 
biggest thing in ruins.” I recom- 
mend it to anyone suffering from 
self-importance. I visited the 


that Britain must evacuate lock, 
stock and barrel and let Egypt 
run it with British help and evi- 
dently at British and United 
States expense. 

The British agree that as a 
besieged fortress in a hostile 
Egypt, the base would be use- 
less. But they point out that 
it would also be useless unless 
efficiently maintained, and they 
question Egypt's present state of 
political stability and technical 
proficiency for the job. And 
they raise further questions 
about the right of re-entry with 
military forces in an emergency. 

Both Sides Are Right. 

The sad thing is that both 
sides are right (though I think 
the Egyptians underestimate the 
skills needed to keep the base 
in operation). And a logical 
man would probably say that if 
the base is indispensable to th> 
international defense structure, 
the proper solution is interna- 
tionalization. 

It seems to me that the area 
of real dispute between Egypt 
and Britain about who “con- 
trols,” “manages” and “oper- 
ates” the base—and how—is in 
reality so narrow that an ac- 
commodation could be. found 
consistent both with Egyptian 
sovereignty and with efficient 
maintenance. 

The root of the trouble is lack 
of confidence and more public 
heat than light. The long back- 
ground of occupation, frustra- 
tion and mutual distrust — 
abetted by decades of political 
fireworks—makes it hard for 
Egyptians and Britons to sit 
down together and talk reason- 
ably and trustingly. Perhaps a 
third party could assist. Our 
able Ambassador, Jefferson Caf- 
fery, was certainly helpful in 
the Anglo-Egyptian dispute over 
the Sudan. But so far, Egypt 
has rejected three-party talks. 

One thing is certain: In 
Egypt, an agreement on Suez 
takes precedence over regional- 
defense discussions or peace 
with Israel—even over pressing 
internal problems. And the 
survival of Gen. Naguib’s rela- 
tively temperate and certainly 
honest government — the best 
Egypt has had in decades—may 
well depend on a satisfactory 
settlement with Britain. Wait- 
ing in the wings are political 
extremists ready to exploit any- 
thing that looks like weakness 
or appeasement.

ael, I stood with Arab peas- 
ants and looked across the 
barbed wire to their neglected 
fields and orchards on the other 
side; I stood on a balcony in old 
Jerusalem with an Arab lawyer 
pointing to his house in Israel 
—which he hadn't been able to 
visit in five years. And a few 
hundred yards away, Jews gaze 
wistfully at the wrecked “Jew- 
ish quarter” of the old city, their 
Walling Wall and their sacred 
a inaccessible in Jor- 

an. 

The results of such unnatural 
boundaries are continual border 
incidents: hardly a week goes by 
without gunfire and casualties. 
Jews and Arabs blame each oth- 
er. Jordan authorities admitted 
to me that refugees often sneak 
across the line, but insist that 
the major incidents bear the 
marks of deliberate instigation. 
Why? “Because,” they replied, 
“if the Jews appear to be in 
mortal danger, they get bigger 
contributions from America.” 

Blockaded by Neighbors. 

If not besieged, Israel is cer- 
tainly blockaded by her Arab 
neighbors. For years, no oil 
has flowed from Iraq through 
the pipeline to Israel’s refinery 
at Haifa. With vast quantities 
of oil at her back ‘door, Israel 
imports fuel from Venezuela. No 
food or raw materials move 
from the Middle East to nourish 
the people and limping indus- 
tries of Israel. Tourists with an 
Israel visa on their passports 
can’t enter the Arab states. 
There is no mail or telegraph 
service between Israel and her 


neighbors. Armies are too big 
and too expensive. Everyone 
suffers. 


I talked to most of the leaders 
of the Arab states, including an 
old friend, Camille Chamoun, 
the alert, handsome Christian 
president of tiny Lebanon, a 
country stripped of its cedars 
but not of its culture that be- 
longs to both East and West; and 
Gen, Adeeb Shishekly, Syria's 
chief of state,a rugged, friendly, 
blunt man who quite frankly 
wants United States arms and 
money more than technical as- 


lem. Surely here, one would 
think, we could settle our dif- 
ferences in the face of peril to 
our common faith in God. In- 
stead, ill will is growing like 
the weeds that sprout amongst 
the rubble of Jerusalem’s no- 
man’s land, 


Change in Living 
Standards Striking. 


JERUSALEM, ISRAEL. 


MOMENT lIater, I was saying 
A tooavy to the Arab gover- 

nor of the Old City and 
passing through the wreckage 
and barbed wire at the Mandel- 
baum gate into New Jerusalem 
and Israel. 

As you come into Israel by the 
back door after long months of 
travel in the East, the first im- 
pact is the abrupt change in 
living stan one is bare- 
foot, no one is dressed in rags. 
Then you notice the modern 
European aspect of New Jeru- 
salem, the bustling crowds, the 
new construction. For the Jews 
are moving their capital to Jeru- 
salem in spite of the talk of 
internationalization and in spite 
of the city’s division and loca- 
tion, because, as one said to me, 
“Jerusalem has a meaning for 
Jews which no Gentile can un- 
derstand.” 

In the next few days, I trav- 
eled through Israel from Elath, 
on the ill-favored shores of the 
Red sea, to the mount overlook- 
ing the Sea of Galilee where 
Jesus said, “Blessed are the 
peacemakers. . . . Do good to 
them that hate you.” And I 
crossed the Valley of Esdralon 
where my namesake, Adlai, was 
-a shepherd of King David. It 
looked more peaceful than pol- 
itics—or the Middle East. 

Much has been written about 
the modern miracles wrought by 
Israel, and I will not repeat what 
others have reported about the 
camps for new immigrants, the 
new villages, collective farms, 
housing, schools and factories. 
These achievements exceeded 
my expectations, and I concluded 
that more human and material 
progress is concentrated in tiny 
Israel than in the rest of the 
Middle East put together. Rath- 
er let me report what may be 
less familiar—that Israel’s road 
is as rocky as its soil. 

Adverse Trade Balance. 

Imports exceed exports five 
to one. Last year, Israel earned 
only about 20 per cent of the 
foreign currency she spent. The 
balance came from investments, 
loans and gifts from abroad, 
mostly from American Jews and 
the -United States Government. 
Almost three-fourths of last 
year’s budget came from abroad. 
Nearly a third of Israel's for- 
eign debt matures within a year. 
Productivity is low, costs high, 
resources meager, industry slow- 
ing down for want of foreign ex- 
_change for raw materials. And 
Israel is only about 30 per cent 
self-sufficient in food. In spite 
of more than a billion dollars of 
gifts, loans and investments from 
abroad in the past five years, 
Israel is still farther from paying 
her own way than any other na- 
tion. As one official said to me, 
“Flushed with a victory that had 
looked so doubtful, we thought 
we could have everything all at 
once — unlimited immigration 
and assimilation, rapid indus- 
trialization, agricultural develop- 


sistance Yor his development 
projects. In Jordan, largely de- 
pendent on British aid, the story 
was the same. 

Everywhere, there {s fear of 

Israeli expansion and suspicion 
that Jewish immigration is en- 
couraged to make expension nec- 
essary; everywhere, there is a 
sense of Arab brotherhood in 
the face of common peril; and 
everywhere, I heard polite but 
barbed references to Zionist in- 
fluence in America, to United 
States partiality for Israel and 
to our responsibility for wrongs 
done the Arabs. 
On the other side, I have also 
heard it said the Arabs are 
skulking in their tents waiting 
for the right moment to pounce 
upon the Jews and drive them 
into the sea, even as Saladin 
drove the Crusaders out of Pal- 
estine 800 years ago. Person- 
ally, I detected no such dark de- 
signs but a genuine fear that 
the Jews will always covet all 
of Palestine. 


From Amman and the land of 
Moab, we drove down long, 
rocky gorges, where pink olean- 
ders etched the creek beds, and 
out into the arid wasteland of 
the Jordan valley and the Dead 
sea—“the abomination of deso- 
lation.” And hereafter these 
Biblical words will have a new 
and vivid meaning for me. For 
90,000 refugees are now strewn 
along the naked foothills of 
Judea west of the blessed river. 
Beside them lies Jericho, the 
oldest existing town on earth; 
behind them, the valley of John 
the Baptist, and on the heights 
above—Jerusalem. 

My last day in the Arab world, 
a Sunday, I wandered about 
Bethlehem and Old Jerusalem 
through the imperishable scenes 
enlivened by names that never 
die. Standing in the dim hush of 
the “earth’s most sacred spot,” 
in the Church of the Nativity, 
surrounded by priests of all 
faiths and Arab. dignitaries, 
someone made a little speech 
about mercy, justice and Jesus, 
kending on a rising note about 
justice for the Arabs! 


Overtones of Hate. 


In Jerusalem, walking from 
the Mosque of Omar and the site 
of the sacred Hebrew temples, 


ment, social security, high wages 
and living standards and a big 
army. We were wrong.” 

Is Israel doing anything about 
her present plight? She cer- 
tainly is. . Inflation has been 
checked; real wages came down 
10 or 15 per cent in the last 
year; supply now exceeds pur- 
chasing power and the inflated 
living standard is declining—as 
it must before it can go up. 
With increasing unemployment, 
there is a great drive to raise 
agricultural output by diverting 
more people to the land. And 
I believe that Israel, possessed 
of great resources of intelligence 
and ingenuity and with a record 
of so many difficulties already 
mastered, has both the courage 
and the leadership to take the 
distasteful steps necessary to 
earn more and spend less for- 
eign exchange. 


Two other factors will ease | 


the situation: Net immigration 
is down from more than 25,000 
a month last year to 900. And 
Germany has agreed to pay 
“moral reparations” to Israel in 
the form of $750,000,000 worth 
of goods over the next 12 years. 

But as an official said, “We 
have only a slight margin, if 
any, for error.” At best, Israel 
will need generous friends for 
a long time. 

More food can be wrested 
from the soil, but Israel lacks 
both water and farmers, Water 
exploration is being pushed 
with some success, but large 
irrigation projects would in- 
volve her hostile neighbors, 
Syria and Jordan. Only 15 per 
cent of the population are in 
agriculture; the bulk of the 
700,000 immigrants (from 48 
countries) who arrived since 
1948 are urban professional peo- 
ple, shopkeepers, artisans and 
traders with little taste for 
farming. The result is that you 
see too much neglected land, 
too many machines and sprin- 
klers imported from abroad and 
too little manual labor in the 
manner of the Arabs and Asians. 
This would be understandable if 
Israel had plenty of money and 
a shortage of manpower. But

Foreigners sometimes wonder 
why Israel insists on making her 
capital Jerusalem—a half-city in 
a narrow salient. Ben-Gurion 
explained it in these words: “We 
are ready to accept divided Je- 
rusalem as it is and we have no 
objection to international su- 
pervision of the holy places. But 
Israel without Jerusalem is like 
Zionism without Zion.” 

As to the boundary changes 
demanded by the Arabs, the Is- 
raeli position is this: “We took 
no territory from any Arab state 
in the war; we have no border 
dispute with Lebanon; we will 
discuss and settle the small 
strip Syria claims; we will give 
Egypt a passage across our 
southern extremity, with guar- 
antees; we will meet Jordan’s 
port requirements, and we al- 
most reached an agreement with 
Jordan last year to correct the 
present frontier absurdities. But 
to go back to the lines original- 
ly fixed by the U.N.—never!” 

Sharett put it this way: 
“The Arabs could have ac- 
cepted the U.N. boundaries, 
but they didn’t. They forced 
us to fight for our lives. They 
can’t have it both ways. Our 
territory was increased by war 
—and only war can alter it.”

Sharett preferred to talk about 
resettlement rather than repa- 
triation of the Arab refugees: 
“If Israel with its small area 
and limited resources could 
within a few years absorb 700,- 
000 destitute newcomers — 
250,000 of them Jews from Arab 
lands—it is evident that the 
bigger and better-endowed Arab 
countries could find homes for 
the same number of their kins- 
men, if only the will existed.” 

Israel does, however, recog- 
nize an obligation to compen- 
sate the Arab refugees for the 
property they left behind, The 
Israelis don’t know where they 
will get the money, but, as Ben- 
Gurion often says, “It can be 
done because it has to be done.” 

When do they propose to do 
something about indemnifica- 
tion? Only as part of an over- 
all peace settlement. But the 
Israelis have now agreed to re- 
lease to the refugees a portion 
of their $7,000,000 in bank de- 
posits which Israel has frozen 
for the past five years. 

The Arab states fear Jewish 
aggression. Likewise, the Israelis 
fear that any arms the United 
States gives the Arabs will be 
used to attack Israel rather than 
to defend the Middle East. So 
again, as in Egypt, it is obvious 
that a regional defense organiza- 
tion must await the solution of 
problems that have higher local 
priority in this part of the world 
than defense against Soviet im- 
perialism. 

As in so many other countries 
I have visited during this long 
ourney, I was both exhilarated 
and depressed by what I found 
in Israel—exhilarated by what 
has been accomplished by the 
pride of the ordinary people 
(like the taxi driver who boasted 
about what “we Jews” are doing 
to irrigate the Negev desert) and 
by the vision in Israel of a bet- 
ed future for all of the Middle 

ast. 


And I was depressed by the 
gulf that separates Israel from 
the Arab world and by the bleak 
facts of her economic life. Re- 
gardless of world politics and 
the importance of unity and 
strength in the great strategic 
vacuum of the Middle East, the 
good will of her neighbors is as 
vital to Israel’s survival in the 
long run as aid from abroad is 
today. Israel’s many friends in 
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America should remember that |

As to Jerusalem, it is hard to 
see how a city divided against | 
itself can stand, let alone flour- | 
ish; and certainly all the faiths | 
are concerned. 


Hardest Problem. 


The refugees constitute the 
hardest problem, and it is cry- 
ing tragically for settlement. 
Indemnification for their prop- | 
erty is no more than fair and 
just. As to repatriation, I doubt 
that any substantial number of 
Arab refugees would care to live 
as Israeli citizens under condi- | 
tions and in an environment 
quite different from what they | 
remember; and especially if op-| 
portunities were opened to them 
to resettle with help and hope 
among their kinfolk in Arab 
countries, . 


Finally and most emphatically, | 
the Arab states must be made to | 
feel that America’s friendship 
for Israel does not mean we are 
“anti-Arab” or esteem them the 
less. But this will take far 
more than words. 

At the outset of this article, I 
said that the Middle East is smol- 
dering with anger. Yes, and with | 
nationalism, pride, mistrust and | 
intemperance too. Demagoguery 
and inflamed public passions 
make reasonable, effective lead- 
ership difficult on both sides. 
Conciliation and compromise in 
the public interest invite charges 
of appeasement and treachery, 
even the risk of assassination— 
as the late King Abdullah of 
Jordan found out. | 

Perhaps it is too much to ex-. 
pegt that solutions will be’ 
worked out—as they should have 
been long ago—by the Arabs 
and the Jews sitting down to-| 
gether. But they might welcome

N the first day of our float down Current 
river, we fished hard and took and released

It had been so 
long since we’ve made this run that I'd forgot- 
ten some of my landmarks, except for such well- 
remembered spots as the Cataract and the 
Chilton bottoms where the valley broadens out 
into fairly wide fields. 
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LATE AFTERNOON had come when we 
reached the Gooseneck landing and I still hadn't 
found the perfect gravel bar for the night’s 
camp. So we pushed along until 5 and finally 
beached at a small bar on the west bank where 
there was ample room to lay out the camp 
gear and plenty of firewood for cooking. 

Making camp went more smoothly than on the 
first night and it wasn’t long until the bass 
were browning in the|\skillet. Once again, we 
decided not to pitch the. tent and so spread 
our bedrolls under the/stars. But next morning 
when we woke, the sKy was gray and there was 
no sunrise, thou e clouds were so high there 
seemed little prospect Of rain. 


We thought that the cloudy morning might 
make for good fishing, but soon found that they 
weren't striking as they had on the previous 
day. So we concentrated on enjoying the ever- 
changing shore line where the beautiful red 
lobelia made a perfect symphony of color with 
the pale blue ageratum. Several times we 
stirred up bands of ducks—early migrants or 
families that had raised here on the river. We 
were looking for a favorite camping spot of 
the old days; a place called Deer Leap at the 
the mouth of Tucker bay where we had decided 
to make camp, regardless of what time we got 
there. And we reached it just at noon as a 
sprinkle of rain started to fall, only to find 
that the beautiful gravel bar we remembered 
was entirely changed. The river had cut across 
it, washing away the lower end entirely, while 
what remained was covered with a new growth 
of young willows. 
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THE STRETCH OF WATER below Tucker bay 
{is beautiful, however, and since there was a 
protected gravel bar on the east side of the 
river, we decided to stop for lunch, pitch the 
tent in case it rained hard, and laze out the 
afternoon. I knew that the next day’s run 
wasn’t too far and that we could be in Doniphan 
by noon, 

As we unloaded the canoe, we discovered 


that a little white-footed mouse had come aboard;4» 
the night before and had spent the day hiding ¥* 


under the stern-thwart where I couldn’t reach 
it. The poor little fellow had gotten its fur 
thoroughly wet and must have been miserable, 
but it wasn’t until late that night that I managed 
to catch it and carry it up into the woods behind 
our tent. ‘ 
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- AFTER WE’D MADE CAMP SNUG, brought 
» in dry kindling in case it should really rain, 
and eaten lunch, Ginnie got out her reading 
matter and settled back for a lazy afternoon. 
But not having had any fishing, I caught a 
trap full of minnows, rigged up my casting 
rod and took the boat across to try my luck in 
the deep water under the bluff. 

The fishing was slow, but I didn’t mind. I'd 
cast out and let the minnow run downstream, 
then sit back and doze as the boat swung slowly 
in the current, 

Then just as I’d go sound asleep, there was 
the electric twitch as a tish far downstream 
started nibbling at my minnow. But the bites 
came far apart and at 5 o’clock when I headed 
back to camp for supper, I'd taken just three 
small bass. I’d been hoping for a big walleye, 
but they evidently weren’t feeding. Just as we 
finished supper, that night, we heard an out- 
board motor coming upstream and looked down 
to see a long john-boat working its way slowly 
through the shallow water of the swift rapid. 
The boat cleared the rapid and speeded up for 
the run up the long hole under the bluff. And 
just as I started to remark to Ginnie that the 
boatman looked familiar, he let out a war- 
whoop and gunned the boat toward shore and 
our camp, It was our friend T. L. Wright from 
Doniphan, whose camp at Gooseneck has been 
our deer-hunting headquarters for several sea- 
sons, and Red Roberts, heading up to the cabin 
for a day’s fishing on the morrow. 
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AMONG THE TREASURES in their boat was 
a hundred pounds of ice, from which we stuffed 
our small icebox. And Red, when I asked him 
the time, wouldn’t hear of it until I’d taken -his 
wristwatch to wear for the rest of the trip. 

Three more Doniphan friends cleared the 
rapid in their boat at about that time, highly 
elated—and who would blame them—at a huge 
walleye weighing just under six pounds that 
they had landed. 

We all had a fine visit before they started up- 
stream in the gathering dusk; and they made 
one more stop to let Glen Chipley know we 
were on the river, so that Glen came visiting 
next morning in his boat, just as we finished 
breakfast. There are, as you will see, no 
strangers in the Ozarks.

Malenkov himself—this, of course, you'll have to broach 
with great delicacy—might turn out to be the Emmett Kelly 
of Russia. —

Reading Difficulty 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OME grade school children have particular trouble with 
S reading. Most of them are boys 7 to.10 years old when 

this is first noticed. About 300,000 new pupils each 
year in the United States—about one in ey seven—fail 
from lack of reading skill. 

Good reading must be learned before : satin else can 
be. A child who cannot read easily is severely handi- 
capped. 

These children can be helped if you discover their 
trouble. The earlier it’s discovered, the better for the child. 

Frequent signs are: reversing letters or sounds, omis- 
sions and substitutions of letters or sounds, failure to rec- 
ognize the initial sounds of words, and failure to read easily 
from left to right. 


ee @ 

A CHILD IN the second or third grade with only first 
grade reading ability develops other symptoms of trouble. 
These include a strong dislike of school, unusual moodiness, 
preterrded morning illness to get out of going to school, 
and more than usual irritability. 

Usually the trouble is not with the eyes. Most of these 
children do not need glasses. Usually the cause for read- 
ing difficulties lies with the schools or the parents—usually 
with both. Occasionally, the boy has a difference in his 
nervous system, sort of like left-handedness. That is, he 
reads sort of left-handedly. 

Though progressive education helps some children, it 
hinders others. Three times as many cases of reading 
difficulty occur when flash methods of teaching are used 
instead of the older phonetic or spelling instruction. Be- 
ginners often do better when they can name and write capi- 
tal and small letters. Pre-school children could be taught 
this. 

Too much emphasis on speed may create a subcon- 
scious sense of defeat and conflict. This can produce 
trouble with reading.

PARENTS SOMETIMES are responsible because they 
don’t take the time to read to their pre-school children) 
Unless parents read aloud to their pre-school children, .the 
kids have very little contact with reading material, what 
with radio, TV and picture books. Unless they've been 
read to at home, children just beginning school haven't 
much reason to be interested in reading. They don’t see 
any point in making the effort to learn to read—and it is 
a real effort when you are just beginning. 

Most children with average intelligence having read- 
ing difficulty can be taught to read. They cannot all be 
taught by the same method. That is where they are hurt 
by the large classes. The teacher simply hasn’t time to give 
any really individual instruction. 

When a child already has trouble reading, there is noth- 
ing to do but begin all over again, regardless of what grade 
he is in. He needs patient, persistent help in syllable 
formation, word structure and the sound and spelling of 
words. Children with reading difficulty need special tutor- 
ing daily for many months. 

The child will improve partly from the very fact that 
something special is being done for him.

Red Prisoners Live Only in Dreams 


Correspondent Describes Dreary Routine of Inmates—Tells of His Release After Two Years

SPENT more than 24 months, 

from the spring of 1951 to 

the spring c* 1953, in Ruzyne 
Prison near Prague, Czechoslo- 
vakia. All that time I lived in a 
cell. I was arrested while serv- 
ing as an Associated Press 
foreign correspondent. I was ac- 
cused of espionage, convicted 
and sentenced to 10 years’ im- 
prisonment. I got out in less 
time on a pardon. 


In retrospect, the weeks and 
months seem to have gone by 
fast. That is because the prisoner 
remembers little that happened 
in them — because they wére 
empty. This very emptiness 
makes each day itself seem to go 
by so slowly. 

I used to wake, to the guard’s 
reveille call, and think, “It is 
16 hours till I can sleep again; 
how can I ever pass that time?” 

It was as if I had just fallen 
to the bottom of a deep well and 
must swim upward and upward, 
holding my breath, to save my 
life, 

In a cell a man lives while he 
is asleep; while he is awake, he 
only exists. In dreams he lives 
the life he cannot live in reality. 
I dreamed of buying newspapers, 
walking the streets, riding trains, 
eating in restaurants, talking 
with my wife and friends. 

Time goes most slowly when 
the prisoner is alone in his cell, 
because then he has only his 
own mind to help him fight time, 
and his mind is likely to play 
him false and turn to his fate. 
If he has a cellmate, he has the 
strength of two in the fight, be- 
cause he has another’s resources 
as well as his own, 

I was alone only about three 
months in Ruzyne. But I knew 
one man that had spent more 
than’ nine months in solitary 
confinement, and another that 
had been waiting more than two 
years for trial, alore or with a 
companion, 


had seven cellmates, one 
after another: two Czechs, two 
Moravians, a Slovak, a _ Slo- 


vakian Jew and an Austrian. 
They ranged in age from the 
twenties to the sixties—two me- 
chanical engineers, a clerk, a 
a policeman, an army 
officer and a politician. 

The long day began with 
reveilleé around 5:30 a.m. and 
ended with taps around 9:30. In 
between, every incident, how- 
ever routine, was a milestone; 
it meant that a certain amount 
of time was past, and the pris- 
oner was that much nearer bed- 
time. 

We dressed, folded our blank- 
ets, washed in cold water wit 
coarse laundry soap and ha 
breakfast. We waited for the 
midmorning sandwich, given to 
the skinnier prisoners like me. 
It came, and we waited for 
lunch. That came, and we 
waited for the mid-afternoon 
sandwich. Then there was sup- 
per, and then there were three 
hours to bedtime.

inmates from a nearby labor 
camp were,sh-ffling down our 
hall, settting food outside each 
door. 

There was always the fas- 
cinating question of what was 
coming for lunch. 

Each mealtime, a guard 
opened the cell door so we 
could take the food in. Each 
inmate got a small double boiler 
full, with liquid below and solid 
above. . 

Breakfast was always a chunk 
of coarse rye bread with a cof- 
fee substitute, probably made 
from roasted grain. Lunch in- 
cluded soup, usually excellent, 
and mashed potatoes with gravy, 
spinach, cabbage, sauerkraut or 
carrots on top, or else heavy 
Czech dumplings with gravy. 
Supper might be potatoes, rice 
or boiled pearled barley, this 
last a tasteless dish that many 
prisoners flushed down the 
toilet. 

A time or two during the 
weel: we got bits of canned 
meat, parts of the animal that 
should have been thrown away 
—in our gravy. There was an 
honest-to-goodness slice of meat 
on Sundays or holidays. Some- 
times it was good roast pork,

sometimes tough, dry boiled 
beef. Now and then we got 
fresh lettuce, often with a divi- 
dend of sand. The food was 
not elegant, but it was usually 
tasty and filling. 


Between meals, we found a 
few things to pass the tfme 
From my cellmates, I learned a 
little Czech and Slovak and a 
few words of Russian, Hungar- 
ian, Hebrew and Arabic. I spoke 
rudimentary French with the 
priest, and taught him English. 


We sang songs in several 
languages. The politician taught 
me “Dark Eyes” in Russian, and 
I taught him “Dinah,” “Me and 
My Shadow” and “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic” in Eng- 
lish. 


We played questions-and- 
answers. We drew a chess-and- 
checker board on toilet paper 
and kneaded figures out of rye 
bread, which is as hard as rock 
when it has dried. (The priest 
colored the “red” chessmen with 
toothpaste.) That gave us two 
more games to play. 

We got books in Czech and 
Slovak, at the rate of one or two 
a week, from the prison library. 
They were mostly propaganda 


- novels. 


I got three parcels of books in 
English—from my wife, from 
the United States Embassy and 
from the A.P.—novels, plays, 
poetry and writings on music 
and science. And I got some 
Soviet publications in English— 
Gorki, Dickens, Howard Fast and 
some propoganda magazines— 
from my referent. So we had 
something to read.

N January, 1952, I started 
p writing songs—one-voice melo- 
“dies with words—on toilet 
paper. Before I got out, I wrote 
more than 400 songs, three re- 
vues and numerous skits. (Don't 
look for any of these at your 
music store.) 

We looked forward to the 
scheduled events of each week. 
The buying of cigarettes, candy, 
cookies and fruit from a prison 
officer who took orders at the 


cell door and delivered the goods - 


a few days later; the arrival of 
clean unbleached-muslin under- 
wear from the prison laundry 
(we got a change of our tan bur- 
lap uniforms only when they 
began showing dirt or holes.) 

There were shower baths about 
every two weeks, trips to the 
doctor’s or dentist’s office as 
needed. (The dentist filled nu- 
merous cavities in my teeth. 
The doctor put me in the prison 
hospital with what was diag- 
nosed as tuberculosis.) 

There were, on rare occasions, 
walks in the prison courtyard. 
And there were, for me, five au- 
tomobile trips to Prague, when I 
eagerly drank in all the sights 
of streets and houses and peo- 
ple and trees and grass and sun- 
shine and sky and space that I 
missed in my cell. 

The first time, I went to Pank- 
rac prison to testify at a trial of 
a group of Czechs accused of 
espionage and linked through a 
devious web with my case. The 
police made it clear how I was 
to testify. That was in March, 
1952. 

Six weeks later I was taken 
to the downtown police station

(Only then 
did I learn that the police had 
been wrong when they told me, 
“The American Embassy is 
doing nothing for you.”) 


There was a visit the follow- 
ing October with another em- 
bassy man, Charge D’Affaires 
Nat P. King, and a trip to a hos- 
pital for a physical examination 
some five months after that. I 
had a second visit with King 
only two days before my release. 
(Neither of us knew then that I 
was about to be freed.) 


Incidents like that were rare 
breaks in the monotony, In the 
cell there always came a time 
when we ran out of things to 
do, and there we were again, 
pacing the floor and waiting for 
bedtime. 

There was a rule, probably in- 
tended to prevent suicides, that 
every prisoner, unless specifical- 
ly excused from doing so, must 
sleep with his hands outside his 
blankets. (As a _ frail-looking 
foreigner trusted not to do him- 
self in, I got an excuse.) 

A few of the guards, especial- 
ly the younger and newer ones, 
enforced this to the 
While a prisoner sleeps, he is 
likely to pull his hands under 
the covers almost by habit. And 
when my cellmate did so, such 
guards banged on the door, 
“Hands outside the blankets!” 

And then we were both 
awake, and back in prison. And 
then we went back to sleep, and 
pretty soon we heard the same 
cry, at our own door or some- 
where down the hall. On nights 
like that, nobody slept right. 

Through every night, the elec- 
tric light burned overhead. 
Every few minutes a guard 
looked through a peephole in 
the door. 

If he was the right kind of 
guard, we slept in spite of all 
that. But always there came the 
dawn, and there was another 
day to get through—16 hours— 
960 minutes — 57,600 seconds. 
That way, I strifggled through 
two years.

The better cells were in the | 
old building. They were larger. 


airier, and warmer. Each had a 
wooden floor, one or two big 
windows, a turkish toilet, a 
wash basin, a narrow wooden 
table and one or two seats fixed 
against one wall, and straw 
mats and pillows to sleep on. 
The central heating was good. 

In the new building, where I 
moved in October, 1951, the 
cells were much smaller, and 
the windows only about a yard 
wide and half that high. The 
ordinary chamber was about 6 
by 10 with one window. 

The toilet was the same — a 
shallow, yard-wide porcelain 
bowl at floor level with two iron 
foot rests. For washing there was 
only a cold-water tap running 
into the toilet bowl. 

The floors were concrete and 
the furniture was mostly of sheet 
metal and let down from the 
walls, the beds being out at 
night and table and seats by day. 

The air in these cells stank so 
that guards turned up their 
noses on entering. The all-metal- 
an construction made 
the places chilly.

would sit in his cell and babble 
on, under the delusion that he 
was telephoning his wife, 

In the early weeks of my im- 
prisonment, I walked the floor 
like a caged animal, with my 
head whirling and my stomach 
turning over, and I felt that I 
would die if I did not get out 
of there. It was months before 
I achieved anything akin to res- 
ignation. Always my thinking in 
prison had the nature of fan- 
tasy, I was so far out of the 
real world. 


IKE all priaoners in Ruzyne, 

I was forbidden newspapers, 

magazines and radio, though J 
could read booxs. All the news 
I got there could be written han- 
dily on the head of a pin, From 
cellmates that had come there 
after me, I heard that Winston 
Churchill was again. British 
prime minister, that Elizabeth 
was queen and that Rudolf Slan- 
sky, erstwhile secretary general 
of the Communist party of 
Czechoslovakia, had been arrest- 
ed (only after my release did I 
learn that he hanged). 

I was allowed to write my 
wife about once every six weeks, 
and I got letters from her as 
often, sometimes two or three at 
a time. (Many of mine got lost 
somewhere along the way, and 
she went more than a year with- 
out direct word from me.) 

She wisely avoided mention of 
political news, which never 
would have passed the prison 


. censor, but managed to tell me 


dom penetrated to some of the 
ground-floor cubicles. And the 
heating was irregular. 

In January of 1952, my bare 
ankles turned blue from a cold 
west wind sweeping in through 
a loose window. The following 
November, the heat in my cell 
usually ‘was on only 20 or 30 
minutes between breakfast and 
bedtime. One cold, dismal day 
there was no heat at all during 
those hours. The night heating 
usually was better, but there was 
one night when my cellmate and 
I both were so cold we could not 
sleep. 

The windows of all cells were 
barred and the glass was frost- 
ed, so that prisoners could not 
see anything that went on out- 
side.” Those caged, blind win- 
dows typified the inmates’ situ- 
ation: Close confinement and 
enforced ignorance. 

Several times I was in a cell 
two weeks without ever once 
getting beyond the door, even 
to gu down the hall for a shower 
bath. Once I went more than 
four months without a walk in 
the fresh air. 

Being kept so close and in 
such uncertainty drives same 
prisoners, crazy. One near. my 


cell used to star* screeching gib- 


that Harold Ross, Mildred Bailey 
and John Dewey had died and 
that Ingrid Bergman Rossellini 
had had twins. 

Last November, I was called 
before a police officer to write 
my wife. I asked him who had 
won the U.S. election. He put 
me off. Two months later he 
told me it was Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. 

Five days before my release, 
I got some cartoons and verse 
that my wife had clipped from 
the New Yorker magazine. On 
the back of one clipping was 
part of the Talk of the Town 
column, It seemed to be a re- 
port of some ceremony. It told 
how “President and Mrs, Eisen- 


hower” were on hand and how 
the band played “Hail to the 
Chief.” That was how I found 


out that the new president was 
really another general. 

Shortly before midnight, May 
15, 1953, a guard awoke me and 
took me before a secret police 
officer. The officer told me 
that President Antonin Zapot- 
ocky, acting on a letter from my 
wife, had forgiven the rest of 
my sentence. The next morning 
at 9:30, I left the prison for the 
last time. And less than six

IF aaver knows that the game 

demands closer doubles, par- 
ticularly of low-level contracts, 
than should be made at rubber 
bridge. However, it is vital that 
such close doubles be based on 
accurate and comprehensive in- 
formation from partner; if this 
is lacking, the double cannot be 
well calculated, 


Consider the following case, 
taken from a duplicate match. 
It was West who made the close 
double, but it was East who de- 
served all the blame for the re- 
sult.

He 
could not know that East had 
decided to bid no-trump with 
nine cards in the red suits and 
worthless doubletons in spades 
and clubs, 


Actually, East’s rebid was in- 
excuseable. Two diamonds was 
his correct bid on the second 
round, and if East had made that 
call, West would not have been 
trapped into doubling. It is true 
that many players, holding East's 
type of hand, rebid one no- 
trump as an artificial announce- 
ment that they “don’t want to 
go very far,” but such a prac- 
tice is not to be commended. 

Incidentally, South deserved 
credit for passing on the first 
— and thus clouding the 

ssue.

Canoe Float 
Tomorrow 


HE Royal Westmoreland 

Basin Yacht Club, stranded 

on a tennis court last year 
for the lack of oceans here- 
abouts, has settled on the 
Meramec river for this sea- 
son’s big party and is about 
to achieve its lifelong ambition 
to launch a gigantic canoe 
float. The Meramec may 
prove hazardous, but an ad- 
vance patrol consisting of 
Commodore Frederick Taussig 
and his wife (unofficial aide- 
de-camp) will take off today 
by car to attach warning signs 
along the 15-mile route. 

Early tomorrow a fleet of 
automobiles carrying 80 float- 
ers, canoes and too much lug- 
gage will start for Steelville, 
Mo., and at 11 o’clock 35 boats 
will put into the water at 
Walkers Ford nearby. With 
R.W.B.Y.C. guest flags flying 
from each bow and the owners’ 
personal ensigns and those of 
their own yacht clubs flutter- 
ing astern, the canoes will be 
launched by a crew of experts 
and for the next five or six 
hours will be more or less on 
their own. 

Only about half the floaters 
are regulars on the river, so 
for the benefit of the other 
half, who always intended to 
go but never quite made it, a 
“medical division,” Dr. Ben 
Charles, Dr. Walter Baumgar- 
ten, Dr. Read Boles and Dr. 
Carl Lischer—will be along to 
care for the incapacitated and 
rock sliders. Spills are an- 
ticipated, which will be hard 
on nautical costumes to be 
judged later. Equipment is to 
be strapped inside the boats. 

The floaters. may find 
amusement as well as warn- 
ing, as they edge through nar- 
row spots in the river, by 
reading such signs as ‘Please 
do not disturb the hornets,’ 
“Cave for Sale,” “Rock Curios 
for Sale,” and “Cave and Rock 
Curio Business for Sale’ -and, 
at one point, “If you can réad 
this sign you are too darned 
close — FULL SPEED 
ASTERN.” 

The destination of the float 
fis a 200-yard gravel bar near 
Pat Patton's egg farm, where 
the Courtois empties into the 
Meramec, and there a commit- 
tee will await the first canoes. 
An advance man stationed at 
an Army field telephone a 
quarter mile away will clock 
the first four boats in.a race 
around an island if the pad- 
diers have sufficient energy 
left, and a blast from a 12- 
gauge shotgun will mark the 
finish. 

Then will ensue appropriate 
ceremonies. A speech of wel- 
come will be followed by a 
skit in which Mrs. Taussig 
avd Miss Phyllis McPheeters 
will sing a song, to the tune of 
“Bell Bottom Trousers,” about 
a catfish, rampant, (the club's 
official insignia), interspersed 
with their version of a hula 
dance. A jumbled reading of 
the club charter, written in 
1941, will be unscrambled by 
Joseph W. Lewis in his in- 
imitable style. The club hopes 
to have word from invitations 
sent to Queen Elizabeth II and 
her husband, the Duke of 
Edinburgh. 

The canoe making the trip 
in the fastest time will be 
awarded the Siluroidean Cup 
(supposedly Latin for catfish) 
donated by Mrs. Sears Leh- 
man, and silver jiggers will 
be presented to the guest 
catching the biggest fish, 
; wearing the nattiest outfit 
and having the best-equipped 
canoe. 

Speeches by the member- 
ship will necessarily be lim- 
ited since the Royal West- 
moreland Basin Yacht Club 
has only one member—Sears 
Lehmann Jr.—one, that is, in 
addition to its three officers, 
Commodore Taussage, whose 
official uniform is decorated 
to the elbows with gold braid, 
and two vice commodores, 
Oliver M. Langenberg and 
Forest von Brecht. Those 
four men founded the club 12 
years ago when Messrs. Taus- 
sig and Langenberg lived in 
Westmoreland place and a 
yacht club seemed necessary 
to their well-being.

“Ontet.” @fulligan, best known as a baritone sax player, moves 
over to the piano (an instrument he doesn’t customarily employ 
in his arrangements) on some of these selections and plays with 
a style all his own. Chet Baker’s fine trumpeting is another of 
leading assets of this music. Rogers, who, like Mulligan, is one 
who has done a lot to chart the sensible course for modern jazz, 
heads a group that includes Shelley Manne, drums; Hampton 
Hawes, piano; Art Salt (actually Art Pepper of the Kenton band), 
alto sax; Johnny Graas, French horn, and Jimmy Guiffre, tenor 
sax. The eight originals by Rogers, Manne and Guiffre have such 
names as “Morpo,” “Powder Puff,” “Mambo Del Crow” end “The 
Pesky Serpent.”
